The Grayling Charter 
Township Board took a step last 
week to resolve the lawsuit it 
filed against the City of 
Grayling over the operation of 
the Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department. 

The township board directed 
Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright to meet with Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer to 
discuss the 2009 operating 
agreement sent to the township 
on June 17. The terms of the 
contract call for the township to 
pay 60 percent of the operating 
costs for the fire department, 
with the city covering 40 percent 
of the expenses. Also, the town- 
ship board and city council 
would meet twice a year to dis- 
cuss the fire department’s poli- 
cies, budget and other related 
issues. 

In January, the township 
board authorized the lawsuit 
against the City of Grayling. 
Township officials were seeking 
the return of a committee of

Crawford County — Sheriff’s 
deputies are’ seeking help to 
locate a waste disposal dumpster 
that was: used in a check fraud 
and embezzlement case. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said that a joint inves- 
tigation by his office and the 
Roscommon County » Sheriff’s 
Office is underway in the waste 
disposal scam. 

The check fraud and embezzle- 
ment case involves a former 
employee of a waste disposal 
company. The employee would 
take the dumpster to homes and 
construction job sites, then col- 
lect the checks and haul the 
waste to the landfill. Instead of 
turning the checks over to his 
employer, the suspect would cash 


the checks for his personal use. 
The Roscommon County 
Sheriff’s Office is assisting with 
the investigation since the sus- 
pect is a Roscommon County 
resident. Police believe that the 
man cashed the checks at the 
same location he cashed his pay- 
roll checks, making it so bank 
clerks were not aware the checks 
should have been going to the 
business, Wakefield said.

{County and takes a close look at 
its recreational needs. It is avail- 
able for public viewing at 
Attp://www.crawfordco.org/offic 
es/recreation.htm, The plan cov- 
ers everything from snowmobile 
trails to fish hatchery renova- 
tions. 

- Jn addition to maintaining cur- 
rent projects, the plan provides 
for new goals as well. These five 
Yyoals are outlined in detail on 
‘pages 71-72 of the plan that is 
available for viewing online. 

“+ Goal one is to “renovate the 
‘Grayling Fish Hatchery building 
‘and maintain the grounds.’ This 
includes replacing the foot 
‘bridge that serves the hatchery. 
“’ Goal two is to. “develop the 
‘Crawford County Sports 
Complex so that it becomes a 
one-stop shopping for recreation- 
C sports in Crawford County.” 
This is perhaps the most ambi- 
tious of the new projects outlined 
in the draft. 

| “1m really excited about rede- 
veloping the fairgrounds,” said 
Lange. 

The current Crawford County 
fairgrounds, located on the I-75 
Business Loop near the Grayling 
High School, will be redeveloped 
to include the County Sports 
Complex. 

( Currently, there are sports 
fields located at various areas 
throughout the county, including 
Hanson Hills. The County Sports 
Complex will consolidate all out- 
door sports fields into one area. 

® This includes a plan to build 
lip to eight new soccer fields as 
Wwell as an unspecified number of 


baseball/softball fields. New 
roads, parking and ADA accessi- 


. ble rest rooms will be included in 


the project. Centralizing these 
fields is intended to make it

“Tt will make it a lot easier for 
not only parents, but for groups 
that are visiting from out of 
town,” said Lange. 

Goal three is to “develop, 
maintain and improve the 
Wakeley Landing Property.” The 
basic concept behind this goal is 
to provide the best possible expe- 
rience for canoeists and anglers. 

Goal four is to “continue to 
expand our non-motorized trail 
system within the county.” This 
includes plans to develop miles 
of new bicycle paths as well as 


new sidewalks throughout the 
county. A walk-under for the 
downtown bridge is included in 
this goal. 

The final new goal is to “eval- 
uate the recreational opportuni- 
ties and challenges in adopting a 


county widé ORV ordinance.” 


This basically calls for meetings 
to determine whether such an 
ordinance would be valuable to 
the community. 

The economic ramifications of 
an ORV ordinance would also be 
under discussion. 

This recreation plan will go 
before the county commission 
for final approval . at their 
September meeting.

(Editor's Note: With Democrats con- 
vening in Denver this week, and 
Republicans meeting next week in St. 
Paul, this writer offers memories of an 
earlier national political convention.) 

WAS IT REALLY almost a half-cen- 
tury ago when John F Kennedy was 
nominated for President? 

Yes, it was, and that realization set this 
old reporter musing more than a little. 

The actual date of John Kennedy’s 
nomination for president was July [1, 
1960. 

The National Democratic convention 
in Los Angeles which nominated Sen. 
Kennedy that year was special to me. It 
was the first national political conven- 
tion I helped cover as a working reporter. 
Heck, it was the first national convention 
I ever attended. 

In those days, television coverage was 
rather new — although the 1956 
Democratic convention drama when 
Sen. Estes Kefauver beat back a roll call 
challenge for the vice presidential nomi- 
nation from that same Sen. Jack 


Kennedy had been televised. That excit- 
ing see-saw struggle was high political 
drama for those of us who followed pol- 
itics closely. 

But in 1960, mostly it was newspapers

and radio for convention news. 

My job at the Los Angeles convention 
was to stick close to the Michigan dele- 
gation, digging up feature stories, report- 
ing on delegates and their perspectives 
and reactions about what was going on, 
It was a fun job. 

For the record, the 1956 Adlai 
Stevenson-Estes Kefauver Democratic 
ticket had lost big time to President 
Dwight Eisenhower and Vice President 
Richard Nixon. 

* * *¥ 

THAT LOSING 1956 televised con- 
vention battle by Sen. Kennedy against 
Sen. Kefauver helped set the ground- 
work for the successful Kennedy cam- 
paign four years later. 

In losing to Mr. Kefauver, Mr. 
Kennedy had received generally high 
marks for grace, political savvy, and 
gentlemanly behavior. He became hot 
political property. 

Sen. Kennedy pursued the 1960 nom- 
ination with vigor. He courted labor 
union support and the liberal left, per- 
sonified by Michigan's Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams, whose own supporters were 
pushing for a Williams nomination for 
president. 

When Sen. Kennedy finally persuaded 


Gov. Williams to abandon his own hopes 
and climb aboard the Kennedy band- 
wagon, the endorsement was staged 
masterfully after a Mackinac Island 
“summit meeting” between the potential 
opponents, and Michigan's Williams 
became one of Mr. Kennedy's strongest 
and most active supporters. 

There even was talk of Gov. Williams 
for vice president. 

x * * 

GOING INTO the Los Angeles con- 
vention, Mr. Kennedy was ahead, but did 
not have the nomination cinched. He still 
faced a stiff challenge from southern 
Democrats, focused through two Capitol 
Hill stalwarts from Texas — House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Senate 
Leader Lyndon Johnson, who had his 
own presidential boomlet as an alterna- 
tive to JFK. 

Michigan's union contingent and Gov. 
Williams were among the Kennedy inner 
political circle at the convention, coun- 
seling and advising with campaign 
strategists. 

In a surprise move which some saw as 
astute and others saw as betrayal, Sen. 
Kennedy nailed down the nomination — 
and perhaps the election - by working a 
deat with political masters Rayburn and 


Johnson that made Johnson the vice 
presidential candidate. 

To the Michigan delegation, Lyndon 
Johnson was as much a pariah as G. 
Mennen Williams was to southern con- 
servatives. 


Michigan party leaders, from Gov. 


Williams on down, felt betrayed by Jack 
Kennedy. My most vivid lasting image 
of the 1960 Los Angeles convention is of 
Gov. Williams and other Michigan dele- 
gates shouting from the convention floor 
a boisterous "NO!!!!!!!!" to the roll call 
nomination of Lyndon Johnson. 
* * * 

WAS KENNEDY'S deal with Johnson 
a betrayal of liberal ideals and JFK's 
committed liberal backers? Of course it 
was. But it tumed out to be astute presi- 
dential politics, and another example of 
how pragmatism defeats principle 
almost every time. 

Michigan Democrats got over it in 
time, of course. Winning does that. 

G. Mennen Williams was prominent 
in discussion of an incoming Kennedy 
cabinet. He was rumored for attorney 
general, labor, health and welfare, and 
other top level jobs. 

But Gov. Williams had to settle for 
Assistant Secretary of State for African 


f 


Affairs. Effectively, he was politically 
exiled to Africa and out of the active’ 
Kennedy administration in Washington. 
While many observers considered the- 
African job yet another slap in the fact: 
by President Kennedy — which in my 
view it was — to his credit Gov. Williams: 
took the job, and pursued his assignment 
with all the energy and commitment 
Michiganians knew so well. 6

Township moves to resolve 
fire department dispute 


Continued from Page 1A 
oversee the operations of the 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department. 

The lawsuit was prompted 
after failed negotiations to renew 
a mutual operating agreement 
between the city and the town- 
ship, which expired in June 
2007. 

The Grayling City Council has 
proposed that the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department 
be considered as a department of 
the city, and should be adminis- 
tered by Thayer. 

The move by the township 
board, at its regular monthly 
meeting last week, comes after a 
mediation hearing held by offi- 
cials from both municipalities in 
June. City officials believed that 


there was a single issue left to be ' 


addressed by officials and their 
attorneys, while township offi- 
cials claim there was more to be 
resolved. 

City officials sent a letter to 
the township on July 21, alleging 
that township officials and their 
attorney were not engaging in 
discussions to resolve the dis- 
pute. They also said that a pay- 
ment for fire services had not 
been received, but have since 
received a $32,000 payment for 


the services. 


Finally, the Grayling City 
Council approved a fee schedule 
for fire services for the township, 


charging $10,000 for up to 14 


fire runs, $5,000 for between 15 
to 100 fire runs and $2,000 for 
over 100 fire runs. A $1,000 fee 
for a fire inspection was also 
approved by the city council. 
Grayling Charter Township 
officials are leaning toward 
resolving the lawsuit since the 
Operating agreement, 
expired between the city and the 
township, required the township 
to pay 70 percent of the operat- 
ing costs for the fire department 
and the city to pay 30 percent of 
the expenses. The meetings pro- 
posed between the township 
board and the city council also 
give a venue to address fire 
department issues. Finally, the 
city has agreed to incur any cost 
over runs if operating costs go 
over what it charges the town- 
ship for operations for the year. 
“We've fought the fight and 
we've won some battles,” 
Grayling Charter Township 
Trustee Dennis Long said. 
“There comes a« point where 
nobody wins 100 percent.” 
Besides wanting to avoid con- 
tinued debate over the volatile 
issue in the community, the fact 
that no firemen have been hurt, 


that. 


no fires have been mishandled 
during the dispute and the letter 
to the editor in the Crawford 
County Avalanche, signed by all 
firefighters asking for the dispute 
to be settled, also factored into 
the recommendation to resolve 
the dispute. 

“We're letting valid and 
invalid issues build roadblocks to 
the -original mission we were 
on,” Long said. 

Grayling Charter Township 
Trustee Shawn Kraycs recom- 
mended that both boards meet to 
finalize the agreement after con- 
tract language and issues are 
addressed by administrators. 

“If we voted on that, looking 
each other eye to eye, it would be 
a done deal that day,” Kraycs 
said. 

Township officials have dis- 
cussed having the city purchase 
the township’s interest in the fire 
department equipment and build- 
ing, so that they have a pure con- 
tractual agreement with the city. 

Township officials were seek- 
ing to have the equipment and 
interest in the fire department 
building divided between the city 
and the township as part of the 
lawsuit. 

Township officials also said 
they would like to know if 
Thayer has any plans to restruc- 


ture the fire department or name 
a new fire chief. 

Thayer said that he was 
pleased that township officials 
are moving to resolve the dis- 
pute. 

“It’s time we put this issue 
behind us and deal with present 
issues that we both have to deal 
with,” he said. 

Since the City of Grayling was 
incorporated in 1935, it has 
sponsored a volunteer fire 
department under the city man- 
ager's direction. 

The city formally created a fire 
department in 1947, under the 
direction of the city manager, 
and provided fire services county 
wide. 

In 1973, the city declared that 
it could no longer provide fire 
services county wide. Grayling 
Township agreed to contract with 
the city for services. The rest of 
the townships started their own 
fire departments. 

The first legal mutual operat- 
ing agreement between the City 
of Grayling and Grayling 
Township was approved in 1974, 
according to city officials in 
response to the lawsuit. 

Township officials claim that 


they have had an agreement to . 


operate the fire department with 
the city for 61 years.

Online fraud is growing 


E-mail and Internet fraud take 

advantage of people who are 
unaware of the system and how it 
is used. Education is the key to 
combating these crimes. 
. E-mail and internet fraudsters 
carry out their scams invisibly 
from a iong distance, making 
identity theft from online scams 
one of the fastest growing crimes 
today. 

Recently, North Central Area 
Credit Union has been the target 
of several fraudulent e-mails. 
The e-mails are targeting mem- 
bers and asking them to respond 
to a bogus Web site, e-mail or 
toll free number, none of which

They continue to work with 
the FBI and put alerts on web 
and home banking sites, lobbies 
and radios. ; 

The number of Americans who 
have experienced identity theft 


and fraud has surpassed 27 mil- 
lion, with the incidence rate 
increasing every year. 
Substantial measures are in place 
at your credit union to protect 
your identity and your accounts 
against theft and fraud. 
Maximum security is possible 
only with your help. The best 
way to help is to educate your- 
self on the most recent scams, 
report them and do not respond. 
Below are some of the most 
recent types of fraudulent scams. 
PHISHING is a type of fraud- 
ulent e-mail, appearing to be 
from a trusted source such as 
your financial institution or gov- 
ernment agency.

SMISHING is the mobile 
phone counterpart to phishing. 
Instead of being directed by e- 
mail to a Web site, a text mes- 
sage is sent to the user’s cell 
phone or other mobile device 
with some ploy to click on a link, 
The link causes a Trojan (spy) to 
be installed in the cell phone or 
other mobile device. 

VISHING, also called “voice 


phishing,” is the voice counter- - 


part to phishing. Instead of being 
directed by e-mail to a Web site, 
an e-mail message asks the user 
to make a telephone call. The 


call triggers a voice response 
system that asks for the user’s 
card number or other personal or 
financial information. The initial 
bait can also be a telephone call 
with a recording that instructs 
the user to phone an 800 number 
or another area code within or 
outside of the United States. In 
either case, because people are 
used to entering card numbers 
over the phone, this technique 
can be effective. Voice over IP is 
used for vishing because caller 
IDs can be spoofed and the entire 
operation can be brought up and 
taken down in a short time, com- 
pared to a land line telephone. 

Some safety tips are: 

Be careful giving personal 
data online. 

If someone sends you an e- 
mail using a mail header that has 
no useful identifying data, it 
could mean that the person is 
hiding something. 

Never click on or respond to a 
link that is provided to save you 
time, no matter how authentic it
